Many regular contributors to this list have been involved 

in and spoken out on how what happens here affects the 
future of QRP as a subset of amateur radio. Probably the 
most noticeable -- and evidently provocative -- example of 
this was Jeff Gold's working out a deal for a group purchase 
of Index Labs' QRP-Plus. The exchanges that grew out of Jeff's 
action brought up the connection between local club projects 
and the continuance of organizations like QRP ARCI. With 

all this channel chatter going on, it's time we -- as radio 
amateurs and as QRP enthusiasts -- started recognizing 

just what _is_ going on here. 


It would be absurdly obvious to all but the most inattentive 

to say that communications systems such as this net, AOL, 
Compuserve and the like have changed forever the way we as 

a species pass ideas back and forth. Like the invention of 
writing, this electronic communications medium has had wide- 
ranging influences that will be felt for decades -- if not 
centuries -- to come. We stand now on the same edge of discovery 
about information storage that our ancient global ancestors 
encountered when they realized that the shapes that they 

chose to press into clay as signs for the noises that came 


out of their mouths were representations of other signs -- 

the spoken words. Then they saw how words werein turn just 
representations of the world inside their heads. Bluntly 

put, the invention of writing shoved humanity out of the 

forest of fears and superstition and into the world of reasoned 
response, religious and political theory and the building of 

a storehouse of knowledge that we rely on to this day to 
understand the world that we have built around us with our 
words and the ideas that they represent. 


So what does this mean for QRP? Well, right now we're still 
putting the cuneiform in the clay. But somewhen in the future, 
the journals that we now read and the clubs to which we now 
belong will be linked by a technology that we are still 
discovering and tuning. The wedge-shaped pictograms in the clay 
will eventually become recognizable letters and we will look 
back on these beginnings as humble and simple and sublime. 

And yet, since we are standing this close to the source of 
change, we may not notice it happening. Guys like Jeff and 
Mike Czuhajewski have hinted at this in what they've written. 
In that respect they are not unlike Ade Weiss typing up the 
first issues of _The_Milliwatt_ nearly 20 years ago. 


And I still haven't answered the question. What does this 

mean to the future of QRP and to the clubs that we know 

so well? Perhaps it will be a matter of more and earlier. Or 
it may be that local clubs will see this list as a rallying 
point. Certainly it has become that for those who have access 
to the electronic stylus and clay. We exchange ideas here as 
quickly and often faster than we do in printed journals. We 
have organized activities here, designed and fixed up circuits 
here using new and old technology, all within the blinking 

of a cursor on the screen. 


It's simple: Jeff and Mike are right. We should look at what 
we're doing here and seek out the ways to make this list -- or 
anything that it might become -- a vibrant and truly needed 
part of _every_ QRP club's existence. It's going to happen one 
way or the other. The International in the ARCI is right here 
on the screen in front of us, as solid and as alive as any 

one who reads this. 


And one more thing is obviously clear: It's going to happen 
whether we guide it or it guides us. The future, my friends, 
is, quite simply, now. That one thought, cast into words 
and typed into a machine that flings the thought across 

the face of the electronic globe, makes it fun to be alive. 
Now all that's left is to share this with the world.

Subject: Mini-Expedition's a Success 


To all: 


Myself and six hams from El Paso ventured to the top of Sugarloaf Mountain 
overlooking the City today and had some success. We took along 

my new MFJ 9420 to give it a test. We managed 20 QSO's (more 

like ragchews), mostly in the General portion of the band. 


I can't find enough positive things to say about the MFJ rig. All 
the reports we received complemented the audio quality of the 
little radio. Plus, five of those contacts resulted in signal 
reports of 59 +10-20 db over! Of course, conditions and the 

5,200 foot altitude had something to do with it, I'm sure! 


I wanted to operate the CQC contest but the other hams got so 
excited with the rig and conditions, I only managed one or two 
of the QSO's. No problem, I was cultivating new QRP'ers. 


The power source was an 8 amp hour lead-acid battery with a 

400 milli-amp backpack solar panel. The battery and panel held 
up during the entire 4 hour operating period. We started at 10 
watts and dropped to 8 watts near the end. The last hour 
produced the best signal reports--centered on the West Coast 
and the mid-west. Surprisingly, skip was real short. 


We did manage a contact with KN6EL? (one of the other hams has 
the log sheet) in Southern California. He was running 5 watts 
from an Argonaut. His initial signal was 56, but he turned down 
the power to 250 milliwatts and we were still able to copy him 
at about a 33 to 44! When conditions are good, they are really 
good! 


We were operating from an abandoned beacon building on the 
top of the mountain. It is an ideal place to prop up our inverted 
vee antennas (about 20 feet above the ground). 


The whole outing was designed to get a bunch of local hams 
interested in operating in the QRP Afield outing in April. At 


least I hope it worked. Besides, it was a lot of fun and you 
can't beat the view. The sky was so clear we could see snow covered 
Sierra Blanca (about 10,000 feet high) nearly 100 miles to the north. 


Well, I've taken up enough band-width for now. A good time was had 
by all, and I'm really glad to see my new MFJ is working...what a 
relief! Take care.

If you make boxes out of PC board material, as I do, a heavy-duty pair of 
tinsnips is much easier, cleaner and faster than cutting with a hacksaw. We 
had a new furnace installed, and the guy left his tinsnips behind -- an 
excellent pair, with a torque reduction design to make for easier cutting, nice 
angled jaws.
